Bragg Is a noted scientist who has 
made a specialty of studying X- 
rays and chrystalyn structure. 

Dr. Bragg Is the holder of num- 
erous awards as a result of his ex- 
tendTe^Mearch. He is a pioneer 
In ftS^^^, e^eclally in discov- 
ering ~tt^^nangement, and the 
position '^^^onis in chrystals. 
Now, he ii.' endeavouring to dis- 
cover the same ifacts about alloys.

Kobel Prize Winner 

Born in Australia, Dn Bragg is 
now lecturing at Cornell Univer- 
sity in Ithaca, M.Y. Since 1019, he 
has been Ijuigworthy Professor of 
iiinjii'ai.ttîè'Victoria Univeisity 
of MMichester ih,.England, but is 
now lecturing in Otiénistty. He, 
.-lavCM^unetion .wlth.hls father. . 
'^oÀ ths Nobel prize in Physics in' 
1015. Dr. Bragg won the Hughes 
Medal of the Royal Society in 1031. 
lÀter, he became Technieai Ad- 
viser on Bound Ranghig to Map 
Section of the General Headquar- 
ttta of the British Army. 

Dr. Bragg obtaineid his early 
education in Saint Peter's College 
in Adelaide, Australia. Following 
this, he went to England and en- 
tered Trinity College at Cam- 
bridge, having received the Allen 
Scholanhip. The position of Fel- 
low and Lecturer in Natunl 
Science was igtlven to him at Cam- 
bridge in 1014, after he had re-

British Broadcasting And American 
Criticism 

By Robert Picard, M.A, 
pOR MORS than • yesr Canada has been experi- 
menting with new methods ot radio broadcast- 
ings and the period ot trial Is one which will inevit- 
ably influence' the final course taken, be it private 
ownership and operation regulated by a government 
commission (as in the United States), public owner- 
ship and operation (as in Great Britain), or a con- 
tiauaUon of the itatns qao wUoh is an attempt to 
combine the better features of both systems. In the 
final choloe, we are bound to study the successes 
and' failures ot others and to profit by their, experi- 
ence. 

Our range or study visinecessairibàrestricted by 
geograpUeal considecatltms^^Wm^be truthfully 
said that a Canadian makes but one comparison 
when he is referring to broadcasting and that one 
is with the Amerioan^isystem. First of all, we must 
admi^ that what is aàtiée for the goose is not neoee- 
sartly aauoe for-tbe gwder— the history, 'traditions 
and customs of one country will naturally demand 
treatment in broadcasting methods as varied as the 
programs themselves. It is just ibis lack of appre' 
dation of the peculiar problems of othen which 
may prejudice our own outlook and which demands 
that we give careful consideration to the experiènoèa 
ot others. This we must do ourselves, accepting the 
verdict of c|âS^^Q^&aofar as we can see that It 
is Justified from our point ot view. 

within the past year a considerable amount ot 
misrepresentation of the broadcasting system, In 
Great Britain has been current In the United States, 
The movement was started at the beginning of 1933 
when the National University Extension Aasoda 
tlon ot the United States selected as m subject for 
derbate' in the high schools and colleges of tiie 
country the resolution "tha. the United States ad<q;>t 
the essential features. of the British system of radio 
operaion and control." The British Broadcasting 
Corporation was flooded with inquiries for informa 
tlon which it supplied indirectly through the' regular 
Journals and booklets which It publishes. 

'The demand for material on the negative aide was 
in part 8up|;>Ued by a book published by the Na' 
tional Association of Broadcasters (of the VSA.) 
entitled "Broadcasting In the United States" which 
purported to be "a fiill and fair discussion, of the 
Issues involved." It is this volume which misrepre- 
sents the BrltiiOi system and wtiich leads ttie CaU' 
adlan and AmerlcAn reader to f àlsc conclusions. 

Broadcasting in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland is a* monopoly of the British Broadcastlnc 
Corporation, a public corporation established by 
Royal Çharter, supplemented by License from the 
Postmastér-Oeneral^ through whom..1^'Corpoiip.t|on 
is responsible to Parliament. In its admlnistntion 
it is free from interference, political and otherwise, 
the five Governors appointed by the Crown for a 
teiin ot years being regarded' as trustees of the na 
tional interest. The popularity of the Corporation 
is attested to by the steady increase In the number 
of radio receiving licenses Issued from 1924 when 
there were only 600,000 to 1930 when there, were 
3,000,000 to 1934 when there are 6.000,000. 

It has been asserted that monopoly has hindered 
devtioimient, that controversy Is smothered, and 
that eensonOilp is exercised over broadcast material, 
to moition only » few of the criticisms. In an- 
swer to the first, it should be pointed out that the 
European situation— numerous high-powered tranS' 
mitting stations in a small geographical area— re 
lels; Great Britain is al- 
srhational agreeinent of 
which seven are shared with European nations. 
Monoi>oiy has given Britain efficient imified control 
over a national asset, free from commercial eq>lolt- 
atlon. 

Secondly, it is incorrect to state that contro- 
versy is not permitted. A study of the season's pro- 
grams will reveal discussions on topics as coiitro- 
veralal as it is possible tà find. At the height of 
the Manchurian crisis in 1933, Mr.' Matsiioka and 
the Chinese Minister in London were heard on the 
same evening, giving their respective polnlis of view. 
Finally, censorship as such is not exercised at all. 
There Is no curtailinent. of free speech in contro- 
versial nmttèrs.

been mentioned. In planning oxir own destiny It 
is to be hoped that C!anada will InVesiilgateMttte

BRIGHTLY COLOURED 

Society Recently 

Pigmentation Of Males 
Briqhter Than Tliat Of 
Females Of Species • 

Professor H. B. Paiittom;||ch^rman 
of the DèpartmenV of ^ Zoology. Mc- 
Gill University!! gave an Illustrated 
lecture on "Pish as- Living Organisms" 
to the Montreal;^ A(quarium eocie at 
the Mount Royal Hotel on the evening 
of Monday, February 26, 1934. 

The lecturer pointed . out . that fish 
were the first markedly successful 
group of vertebrates' Jn the history of 
the world. Fossil remains of fish were 
found in some of the oldest rocks and 
today they were represented by enorm- 
ous numbers of individuals, species 
and genera. Their somewhat wedge- 
like and streamline bodies, supple, 
muscular tails and fin-limbs were well 
adapted to life In water. 

Varieties of GUte 

In breathing; water was taken into 
the mouth and forcW out over the 
gills, the blood vessels of which re- 
moved os-ygen from the water. Some 
fish had gill covers, others were^with- 
out them. Swim-bladders were pres- 
ent in bony fishes but absent in more 
pilmitive fishes, such as sharks and 
dogfish, while in the Dipnoi or lung 
fishes the^^ ^ ^ ^ a^^ was converted 

An account was' given of the struc- 
ture of a fish in relation to its breath-, 
ing and digestion, heart and blood- 
supply, brain and nerves and nerve 
reactions. The lens in the eye of 
fish was more globular than that of 
man, an adaptation for seeing through 
water. The ear of a fish had only 
parts equivalent to our Inner ear and 
It was particularly well adapted for' 
maintaining balance and direction, in 
which the lateral, line sense organs 
also aided. / 

Flying Fish ; 

In the case of fish with asym- 
metrical tails, such as sharks, the ef- 
fect of a tall stroke was to force the 
head downwards and such fish had 
moutlis on the lihder surface of the 
body and were ground-feeders. . On 
the other hand, the effect of tail 
strokes in bony fishes with qrmmetri- 
cal tails was to drive the body straight 
forwards and the fish had terminal 
mouths and' got their food from any 
direction. The paired fins of fishes, 
corresponding to limt» in higher, 
forms vere used chiefly In steering 
and bal aMjiM^Kofeln changing deptha.' 
Flying fl2S^^Sa?la«c^i^^^^ 
were used as parachutes. 

Hie scales of bony fishes were rela- 
tively flat and had concentric rings 
indicating growth periods. Scales of 
(Ish with grisVly slceletons, such as 
sharks and dogfish, were thorny and 
were like skin-teeth. 

Males Brighter Colored 

Fish were often brightly coloured, 
this, being due partly to pigment in 
the skin and partly to the- structure 
of the scales. Males wére brighter col- 



oured than females. Colour -in ' fish 
often changed, with the siaroundiiigs 
and in spme the changed was rapidi 
Such, color changes wefe - 'protective 
and brought 'the appearance of the 
fishes into harmony ^-ith the bottom 
on which they rested. The appetite of 
fish was often enormous. They de- 
pended on minute Crustacea,- which in 
turn fed on tinier animals and plants;, 
thus food chains were formed. Though 
rish h^d small brains, they were quick 
to detect enemies and some ceftaihly 
showed memory. ' 

Under unfavourable conditions, 
some fish,. Uke the mud fishes in Af- 
ricai ^M^iisëdiith emselYes in mud in 
drj^g-up^pjow- and lay dormant. 
Others,, such as pike, in Very cold 
weather indulged in winter ' sleep.' . A 
few fish could stand. freeing/ 

Very few fish showed parental we, 
and usually It was the mide .parent 
that showed it, as in the case of the 
curious little - searhorses. 

References were also- made to the 
Inter-relations of fish and to thehr 
llfe-historics and distribution.
